CROMS SHOT BY GOLOWIRE 


Negro Tried To Shoot the Baggage 
Master, but He Was Not Quite 
Quick Enough—No Ar- 
rest Has Yet Been 
Made. 


Tifton, Ga., August’ %30.—(Special.)— 
Dick Crooms, a colored porter on the 
Plant system passenger train No. 89, 
west bound, was shot and instantly kill- 
ed by Baggage Master A. C. Goldwire 
a few minutes after the train arrived in 
Tifton this morning at 2 o'clock. Crooms 
was a black giant, weighing over 200 
pounds, and is said to have been very 
impudent. He and Goldwire had some 
trouble before the train left Albany, on 
the previous day, during which he cursed 
Goldwire, who warned him not to do 
so again, or he would get hurt. There 
had evidently been more trouble be- 
tween them, or the anger still smoldered 
in the negro’s breast, for when the train 
reached Tifton, and the baggage master 
called him to help unload a barrel of 
fish, he replied that if he w@nited them 
unloaded to take them off himself, add- 
ing an unprintable epithet and putting 
his hand to his hip pocket; bu+ Goldwire 
.was too quick for him, and fired five 
shots from his revolver as fast as the 
trigger could be pulled. 

All five of the bullets struck Crooms in 
the head, and he staggered to a seat in 
the colored car, dying before anyone 
could reach him. His pistol, a bulldog, 
was found in his pocket from which he 
had not time to draw it,

Gantt, with whom she and her 
husband were farming, they joined in 
the search for the negro, seemingly as 
determined as ever, 

This is one chase in which the negroes 
of the community have fallen in line 
and are endeavoring to catch the crim- 
inal. The husband of the woman was 
with the searching party carrying an 
ugly looking shotgun. 

The negro was tracked across the fields 
for more than a mile and seemed to be 
making his way in the vicinity of the 
Barnes Mill road toward Marietta. Up 
till 11 o’clock people who still thought 
a white woman had been assaulted kept 
coming in and joining in the search, 

The good people of the county were 
néver more thoroughly aroused than 
over this report this morning and were 
never so determined to reap vengeance. 

At 12:30 o’clock about 150 men were in 
the hunt and others were constantly 
joining; many negroes with guns were 
in the crowd. 

A strange negro who filled the descrip- 
tion given by the woman had come into 
the settlement about five days ago and 
had been staying with a family of ne- 
groes on a near-by farm.

An important injunction sult was served

presses opposite the city on Hutchin- 
son's island at a cost of about $90,000. 
The temporary injunction was granted 
by Circuit Judge D. D. Shelby, of Ala- 
bama, on the petition of the Montgomery 
Compress Company, of Memphis, Tenn. 
It is claimed by the plaintiff company 
that the presses being built for Minis & 
Co. are an infringement of a patent own- 
ed by the Montgomery company, by 
which cotton is compressed laterally as 
well as veftically. This patent, it is 
stated, is being used on the presses here 
without the license or consent of the 
plaintiff company, which alleges that it 
will suffer serious financial loss. The 
petition is accompanied by a long list of 
} affidavits tending to bear out its claims 
with reference-to the infringement of 
the patent. It is claimed, on the other 
hand, that attachments on the Mini 
presses are no infringement of the 
Montgomery patent and are quite differ- 
ent from them. -The Montgomery Com- 
press Company gave bond in the -sum 
of $20,000 to indemnify the defendants 
against losses. The suit will probably 
be heard by Judge Emory Speer. Unless 
it is settled soon it will seriously inter- 
fere with the defendants’ business, which 
is the shipping of cotton.

Many of the Delegates Are Now in 
New York Awaiting Remittances 
in Order Tq Leave That

New York, August 30.—Many of the 420 
Ghristian Endeavorers who reached this 
port from Europe yesterday on the North 
German Lloyd steamer Aller are unable 
to proceed to their homes by reason of 
lack of funds. Neither had any of the 
420 any baggage when they arrived, lack- 
ing even a change of linen. They tell 
harrowing stories of their experiences 
abroad, They report the continent of Eu- 
rope to be dotted with ill-used Christian 
Endeavor tourists. 

Two thousand Endeavors sailed from 
this port on July 4th by the steamer 
Trave. The contingent just arrived on 
the Aller is the advance guard of the 
army of hard luck that is returning from 
the. continent as fast as “money from 
home’’ will bring them from _ interior 
points to Cherbourg or Southampton, 
where they meet the steamers. Their pas- 
sage home had been paid. 

The pilgrims on the Aller were from 
Philadelphia, Maryland, St. Louis, Mem- 
pPhis and other points in-the south and 
west. 

The majority of them are stranded in 
New York awaiting remittances to take 
them home. They are well-to-do persons 
at that. Last June they paid from $300 
to $500 to a tourist agency to take them 
to London for the international conven- 
tion of Egdeavorers, and from _ there 
across the continent on various personal- 
ly conducted - tours. 

Mrs. 8. J. Edwards, of St. Louls, one 
of the party, says that the first trouble 
came from the fact that the agency as- 
signed one guide and two baggagemen 
to a party of 190 tourists. The baggage- 
men insisted on trying to drink up all 
the liquor they saw between London and 
Italy, and as a result the baggage was 
hopelessly mixed. The hotels the tourists 
Were assigned to were for the: most part 
of such a character and so limited in ac- 
commodations that the sightseers suf- 
femed all sorts of inconveniences.

Was He Not Lynched at Last? 


papers are trying to extract from the 
Akron riot, that the prisoner had the 
benefit of a legal conviction, raises the 
question as to whether Peck was not 
really lynched at last. 

The New York Press is one of these 
newspapers, which goes on‘to say: 

The Evening Post has a column leader 
on the subject. and a less diffuse mem- 
ber of the brotherhood writes to ask The 
Press if it does not “think we would bet- 
ter civilize ourselves first.’’ Sufficient an- 
swer as to the one case instanced seems 
to be found in the action of the Akron 
authorities in SAVING THEIR PRIS- 
ONER FROM THE: VENGEANCE OF 
THE MOB AND EXECUTING UPON 
HIM THE JUSTICE OF THE LAW. 

Is all this true? For the good name 
of Western Reserve civilization we 
would be glad if it was, but a review 
of-the facts will show that the «Qicers 
of the law took upon themselves the 
functions of a lynch court. 

When it became noised about in 
Akron that a most abominable crime 
had been committed, and that the per- 
petrator was a negro, the populace 
sought to anticipate the action of the 
law. The victim was spirited away by 
the officers and kept in safety, while 
the mob proceeded to the murder of 
babies, the incendiarism of property, 
and the resistance of law generally. 
Finally, sated with its work, the mob 
dispersed and order being assured by 
the presence of troops the normal con- 
dition was resumed. 

Now what was the fate of the negro? 
Was he afforded a trial as contem- 
plated by the law of the land? We are 
told by The Cincinnati Commercial- 
Gazette that he was “railroaded” 
through to the penitentiary. He was 
hurried back to Akron under threat 
that unless he pleaded guilty to the 
worse offense, it would be worse for 
him. Rushed into court, which had its 
action all in readiness, a jury was im- 
paneled, and all legal action taken, in- 


The legal impaneling of a jury alone 
in that time is a physical impossibili- 
ty. The prisoner was not given hene-- 
fit of counsel, he was not permitted to 
challenge his. jurors, he was allowed 
none of these rights which belong to 
the humblest citizen. What is this 
“railroading” of justice but a oS wa 
evasion of the lynch court? If a tri 

acording to law is insisted upon for 
such prisoners, then a decent regard 
for the proprieties of the court itself 
would require that the lega! rights of 
the prisoner should be taken care of. 


“The prisoner’s plea of guilty was un- 


der compulsion of the officers who 
should have been his protectors. His 
trial before the mob had fully disap- 
peared was an outrage upon every 
principle governing the trial of crimi- 
nals. He: was entitled either to a con- 
tinuance until public feeling had sub- 
sided, or to a change of venue to some 
county where feeling would not enter 
into legal investigation. 

No, Akron has not furnished an ex- 
ample of justice by law. She hag “rail- 
roaded” her victim to a living death, 
and at last Judge Lynch grinningly 
looks over the whole scene. 


An Able Editor at Sea. 


The Sunday Press, a journal pub- 
lished at Albany, N.- Y., is somewhat 
worried over the comments of The 
Constitution on the recent exhibitions 
of race hatred at the north manifested 
the other day in New York city and 
more recently in Akron, O. 

It is true that our Sunday contempo- 
rary makes no reference to the signi- 
cance of the outbreak at Akron, which 
is well within the territory peopled al- 
most entirely by the descendants of 
the fiery abolitionists, whose work 
made the Western Reserve of Ohio 
celebrated for its zeal in behalf of 
emancipation. It is possible that the 
Akron affair had not become noto- 
rious at the time when the anxious 
Albany editor undertook to satisfy his 
desire to defend the whit®#s of the 
north from what it mistakenly sup- 


Moses are the insinuations of The Con- 


stitution. 

For this occasion only the editor of 
The Sunday Press violates one of the 
best known customs of northern jour- 
nalism. He refers to the negroes as 
“blacks” and “colored people,’’ instead 
of “coons.” This we regard as a con- 
siderable step in the direction of re- 
form. If all the northern editors were 
to fall in line and follow the example 
of the Albany editor it would gradual- 
ly bring about something of a change 
in the average public sentiment of the 
north with respect to the negroes. 
“Coon” is a term of contempt and it is 
applied to negroes because the average 
northern man has no feeling for the 
negroes with whom he is brought in 


unfortunate, but it is true, as any 
northern man who is pot a. politician, 
will tell you. 

The Albany editor sayg that a “nti 


can never count. on having his case 
settled in court.” This depends upon 
the character of the crime and the en- 
ergy of the officers of the law. Negroes 
are not lynched for killing white offi- 
cials and they are*not always lynched 
for rape. In the south the crime of one 
negro is never made an excuse for 
making indiscriminate and brutal at- 
tacks on other negroes. 

“The negro in the north ig at least 
assured fair treatment when he gets 
into court,” says the Albany editor. 
“When he gets into court”—yes. and 
so in the south. But The Sunday Press 
misses the point made by The Consti- 
tution which is that The Constitution 
has just as much right to hold the 
whole people of the north responsible 
for the New York and Akrcn race 
riots as the northern editors have to 
charge the southern people with re- 
sponsibility for the trowbles that flare 
up in this section occasionally.

Controversy Between Sheriff Martin 
and Colonel Wilson. 

Charleston, 8. C., August 30.—(Special.) 
Sheriff J. Elmore Martin, who was a can- 
didate for re-election at 
Tuesday, and Colonel W. B. Wilson, a 
member of Governor McSweeney's staff, 
have been at daggers’ points since Sun- 
day, and a controversy between them 
and the hot talk brought on has been the 
political sensation of the week.

Annual Effort Being Made To Lower 
Price of Cotton. | 


CAROLINA FIRM ESTIMATES 


Charlotte Buyers: Say 13,000,000 
Bales Were Assured August lst. 


STATEMENT 1S PRONOUNCED ABSURD 


Determination Is Evident To Dis- 
credit the Statistics of Commis- 
sioner O. B. Stevens, 


The annual .effort on the part of the buy- 
ers of cotton to cloud the situation and 
spread an impression over the country 
that the cotton crop for 1900 will be a phe- 
nomenal one, is already being made with 
desperate energy. In the face of statis- 
tics gathered. by the federal government, 
showing an unprecedented loss in the 
staple crop in every cotton growing state 
with exception of Texas, a firm. of 
North Carolina jobbers, Heath & Reid, 
have this week given out a statement that 
the indications on August Ist pointed to 
a 13,000,000-bale crop. In the opinion of the 
Georgia department of agriculture, if such 
a false impression as that conveyed in the 
North Carolina estimate is the means of 
bringing down the price of the staple to 
the level of 1898. it will mean finaricial rula 
to thousands of farmers throughout the 
south: 

Wish To Discredit Facts. 

The determination in some - quarters to 
spread an optimistic report, necessarily 
false on its face, relative to the Size 
of the coming crop, was redoubled after 
the publication in The Constitution. of 
August 19th, of the statement of Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture O. B, Stevens. This 
statement, made after the compilation of 
statistics, accurately gathered from every 
county in Georgia, made it plain that the 
August condition indicated only 74 per 
cent of the average crop in this state. As 
the head of the Cotton States Commis- 
Sioners’ Association, Commissioner 8te- 
vens was then in communication with the 
agricultural departments of all the cotton 
growing states, and in this way he ascer4 
tained that North Carolina was 7 per cent 
short, Louisiana 8, Tennessee 10. South 
Carolina and Virginia 12, Florida 15, Okla- 
homa 21 and Mississippi 26. The condi- 
tion in Texas was 2 per cent better than 
the average on August Ist. This is the 
Statement made by the United States 
weather bureau, and Commissioner Ste- 
vens has verified every figure, or in at- 
tempting to do so, found that the loss had 
been underestimated; never over esti- 
mated. 

With exception of the North Carolina 
firm referred to in a foregoing paragraph, 
no on had had the temerity to estimate 
what the total crop will be. Their state- 
ment that 13,000,000 bales were in sight 
on August Ist, is pronounced by the state 
department of agriculture to be ridicu- 
lously absurd. The agent of the Carolina 
firm has written the following glowing 
account of the crop: 

The writer has personally visited the fields 
and also talked with best farmers in this sec- 
tion and can positively ga) the crop has not 
been damaged, as reports would lead you to 
believe. The late cotton and cotton on red 
lands n@er quit blooming, and has not been 
dan.eged at all. The cotton on sandy lands and 
old cotton quit blooming and commenced open- 
ing ard shedding, the recent rains have stopped 
this. We consider the damage about 10 per 
ccnt from the brilliant prospects we had on 
Avgust [st. With good seasons from now on 
the damage whl be repaired, and every far- 
mer admits his crop not damaged as much as 
they thought. Taking this section as a crite- 
rion, On August Ist crop indicated 1{3,000.- 
000 bales; today it would indicate 10 per cent 
less. We had the best prospect on August I[st 
in this section we have had for years, and it 
is no-mean prospect we have now. 

Rhe resources at the command of Com- 
missioner O. B. Stevens to ascertain what 
the crop for 1900 will be, are undoubtediv 
better than those of any man in the south 
today. The Georgia commissioner, how- 
ever, has made the statement that at the 
present time there is no way of telling ex- 
actly or even approximately what the fig~ 
ures will show. He is now engaged tn the 
preparation of an estimate covering all the 
cotton growing states, to be given out by 
the middle of September. Well-posted 
efficials connected with the department 
of agriculture express the opinion that 
10,000,000 bales will be a splendid crop 
for 1900. 


A Voice from South Georgia. 


The reports reaching the department 
from south Georgia, where the bulk of the 
Georgia crop is produced, continue worse 
instead of better. Particularly in the mid- 
dle western portion of the state, where 
little else than cotton Is grown, the indi- 
cations are for an unprecedented loss in 
the staple. 

Charles H. Beazley, one of the leading 
citizens of Lee county, in writing the de- 
partment, hag the followlag to say about 
the cotton crop in Lee: 

“Leesburg, Ga., Apgust 28.—To Commis-+ 
sioner O. B. Stevens, Atlanta, Ga.: I 
have just been over a hundréd acres of 
cotton that jhad held up well § until 
Wednesday. The weather was about 
100 degrees. A nice shower fell and the 
sun came out and blistered the léaves 
until they were entirely dead. The leaves 
ean be crumbled in the hand like so many 
dried leaves. Not anew boll of cotton 
on the plants. 

“We have numbers of farmers who 
won’t make over three bales to the plow. 
The last ten days have literally ruined 
us. No rain can help us now, and as Sep- 
temper 15th is the last day a bloom can 
be made, there ts not time to recover: and 
take on a-erop. The cotton was very late 
this year. Old farmers, not only of Lee, 
but adjoining counties, report from 40 to 
50 per cent of last year’s crop. I have 
250.acres in cotton, and every day shows 
its coma tion worse and worse.

CORBETT TURNS THE 
TRICK VERY NEATLY

side of two minutes McCoy walked out 
of the ring, closely surrounded by his 
handlers, as he was tottering on his feet. 
Meanwhile Corbett’s friends had jumped 
into the ring, and surrounded the big fel- 
low. and showered congratulations unon 
him when he was announced the winner. 

Referee Charley White, when asked his 
opinion of the fight said: 

“Tt was one of the fastest and cleverest 
fights I have ever seen. Corbett and Mc- 
Coy are two of the cleverest men in the 
ting today and Corbett won by superior 
feinting and slugging. I did not like Jim 
in the first round as he was too nervous, 
and McCoy was outpointing him, but af- 
ter they came up for the second round 
Jim was More composed, and from that 
point until he delivered the finishing blow 
he proved himself to be the better man. 
The work of both men was wonderfully 
clever and fully bore out all that has 
been said of them for some years past. 
Any one,’ no matter how big or strong, 
would have gone down from those last 
three blows that Corbett landed, as they 
were full of strength and were planted in 
the proper spot.’”’ 


Neither Man Marked. 


Neither man when he returned to his 
dressing room showed any marks'on face 
or body. 

*‘Now, hold on a moment,’’ Corbett said, 
as his friends surged about. “I want to 
ask you something. Was it a good fight?’ 

When a chorus of voices answered 
“yes,’’ Jim said: 

“I’m glad of it and I think that I have 
proved that I am the cleverest boxer 
and showed that I can punch a bit, didn’t 
I? Say, he’s a clever fellow, isn’t he? 
He can punch, too.” 

Corbett continued: 

“He can hit. I tell you, but I dropped 
to something very quickly. He can only 
hit with one hand at a time. He can’t 
wallop with both hands. When [.- saw 
that I made up my mind that the best 
thing for me to do was to go in and 
mix it up with him,. And I guess I was 
right. Now, I am ready and willing to 
meet any heavyweight fighter in the 
world, Jeffries preferred. I will rest- up 
a bit first. and after that will take on 
the best offer.’’ . 

Corbett passed out of the building sur- 
rounded by a howling crowd, who cheered 
him vociferously. 

.McCoy’s face wore a gloomy expression 

as he sat in his dressing room. He was 
in anything but a cheerful humor and 
when spoken to, said curtly: 
- “Oh. I don’t want. to talk. What's the 
use? I was whipped. I thought he was 
so .easy in the first two rounds that I 
krew careless and he got home the 
punch,” 

The men battled for 60 per cent of the 
gross receipts, which was to be divided, 
7% per cent to the winner and 25 per cent 
to the loser.

pearance. He wore nothing but a pair of 
white cotton running pants. Both of hi 
hands were bandaged.

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The passing of August today doubtless 
inspires the heat-weary Atlantian with 
the hope that the induction of September 
means cooler weather. That the back- 
bone of summer is broken goes without 
saying, but that the energy'‘of So] will 
be appreciably lessened during the next 
thirty days is mot so certain. Some- 
times September is not so cool. An cx- 
amination of the records of past Sep- 
tembers for a period of twenty-one years, 
as shown by the weather bureau, is not 
altogether reassuring, and if they prove 
anything, it is that precedents go for 
nothing when it comes to the weather, It 
cannot be depended on to repeat® ftseif. 
For instance, september, 189, had ten 
days on which the thermometer register- 
ed 9 degrees or over, and on one of 
them, the 18th, the mercury shot up to 
97. That is hot enough for any old day 
in the dog days. The warmest Septem- 
ber, however, taking the month as a 
whole, was that of 1895, with an average 
of 76. The mean or normal temperature 
of September is 72. 

Nevertheless and notwithstanding, 
there is hope to hold out for the first au- 
tumn month, and the reader can take 
the cooling unction to his soul that the 
next month, whatever fantastic shines 
Sol’may cut in high heaven, will aver- 
age several degrees cooler than its pre- 
decessor. The mean or norma] tempera- 
ture of August is 4 degrees higher than 
that of September. This fragile fact may 
serve as an aid to the imagination in 
trying to keep cool. But here the weather 
reporter is going to state a fact that is 
really comforting. In twenty-one years 
the records show that there have been 
fourteen Septembers on which the ther- 
mometer did not reach over 90 degrees. 

As a general proposition the middle of 
September, even as far south as Atlanta, 
sees the induction of fall. This is more 
noticeable in the nights than in the days. 
Frequently they are cool enough for a 
blanket. The temperature has been 
known to fall as low as 43 on a Septeim- 
ber night. The coldest September was 


that of 1879 with an average of 69. Some | 


other facts connected with past Septem- 


bers may be of interest. The average 
rainfal] of the month igi3.78 inches, The 
greatest monthly precipitation was in 
1888, when 14.236 inches fell. The least pre- 
cipitation was eight-hundredths ‘of an 
inch in 1884. The greatest amount of 
precipitation recorded in any twenty-four 
consecutive hours was 6.88 inches on the 
15th and 16th, 1888. The average number 
of clear days in September is 13; partly 
cloudy days, 11; cloudy days, 6. , 

The August which passes into weather 
bureau history tonight will be a record- 
smasher. It may seem superfiuoug to re- 
mark in passing that this has been a 
very warm August. The month bears the 
palm for maximum temperature, having 
reached 98.01 degrees on the llth. There 
were eighteen days on which the mercury 
climbed to 90 or higher. In this respect, 
too, the record of twenty-one. years was 
broken, The average temperature of this 
August has been a trifle over 81 degrees. 
Here again all records are put in the cool 
shade. The normal average temperature 
of August is 76. Yesterday morning the 
lowest temperature, 68.02, was recorded, 
Throughout the day the normal tem- 
perat for the month was maintained. 
The wenden record of former years 
now broken is 96, held by the Augusts of 
1888, 1896, 1897 and 1899. 

Unless today makes the prognosticator 
slip a cog and rains considerably this Au- 
gust has also smashed the record of 
other Augusts on precipitation, or rather 
lack of precipitation. fhe minimum 
record is 1.97 inches in 189%. Up to yes- 
terday evening but 1.58 inches of rain had 
fallen since this August began—a remark- 
ably small amount. The average August 
rainfall is 4.64 inches. The high wet 
record is held by 1895, with 8.55 inches, 
This August will probably show more 
fair or cloudless days than any of its 
predecessors. 

With the close of the month the dis- 
couraging crop outlook of the past fort- 
night remains unaltered. The agricul- 
tural bureau’s report from Georgia reads: 
“Outlook very discouraging.”

The last United States crop bulletin, is- 
SUe by the department of agriculture, con- 
tains the following information concern- 
ing crop conditions: 

The week ending August 27th is the 
fourth week of excessive heat iri“the dis- 
tricts east of the Rocky mountains, and 
while it was dry over the greater part of 
the Southern States, portions of New 
England, and the Ohio valley, there were 
in these districts good rains over local 
areas, and very general and abundant 
rains over the northern portions of the 
central valleys, southern half of the up- 
Per lake region, and in the middle Atlantic 
states, 

The temperature conditions of the past 
week, as in the preceding weeks of Au- 
gust, have been highly favorable for the 
rapid development of corn, a large part 
of the early crop being already made, 
some having been cut as far north as 
Iowa and Illinois. The abundant rains 
which fell in Nebraska Kansas and Mis- 
souri have improved the condition of 
corn, but much in the two last mentioned 
States has been permanently injured, 
while the crop in southern Illinois and 
western Kentucky continues to suffer 
from drought. As a whole, the week has 
been very favorable for corn over the 
greater part of the principal corn states, 
more particularly the central and north- 
ern districts, but over the northern por- 
tions of the gulf and south Atlantic 
States it was unfavorable. 

Heavy rains in the spring wheat re- 
gion have retarded thrashing and pre- 
vented the completion of harvest in North 
Dakota, in which state, as well as in 
Minnesota and portions of Nebraska, 
Stacked wheat has gustained damage. 
Rains have also delayed thrashifig in 
Montana and Washington. ; 

Except in Alabama, where an improve- 
ment in the condition of cotton is report- 
ed, the genera: condition of this crop 
over the central and eastern portions of 
the cotton belt has further deteriorated, 
rust, shedding and premature opening 
being generally reported, while the boll 
worm has been destructive in the central 
and western portions, In Texas cotton 
has generally improved in the south por- 
tion, but in some localities in the north 
portion was injured by hot winds. Pick- 
ing is in general progress over the central 
and southern portions of the belt. 

In western Kentucky, the Carolinas, 


.and portions of Virginia and Maryland 


tobacco has suffered much from drought, 
but in the two last named states rains of 
the past week have materially improved 
its condition. In the other tobacco states 
the crop has made very favorable prog- 
ress, although sustaining damage from 
hail in Wisconsin. if 

The reports continue ‘to indicate a good 
apple crop in New England, New York 
and portions of Pennsylvania, and while 
favorable reports are received from local- 
ities in the principal apple states of the 
central valleys, the persistent dropping 
that has been so prominent a feature in 
the reports during the early part of the 
Season, with the excessive heat in Au- 
gust, and In some sections high winds, 
has materially reduced the prospects for 
this crop. 

Over the central and northern districts 
the condition of the soil has been highly 
favorable for plowing for fall seeding, 
which work is usually well advanced in 
those sections, but in the southern states 
the conditions have not been favorable. 

The following statements are based up- 
on reports from more than twelve thou- 
sand climate and e¢rop correspondents 
collected at state section centers of the 
climate and crop sérvice of the weather 
bureau: j 

Virginia—Richmondt Week warm; show- 
ers have improved conditions locally but 
State at large still distressingly droughty; 
corn cutting and fodder pulling under 
way, crop short; late tobacco ripening 
fast, cutting, and plowing done; special 
reports covering apple crop indicate de- 
cided shortage in yield. 

North Carolina—Raleigh: Loca] showers 
on three days refreshed vegetation and 
prevented further deterioration over 
many counties, but drought not generally 
broken, and intense heat continued; all 
crops cut short; shedding, rust and pre- 
mature opening of cotton general, lint 
picked of poor quality; tobacco curing 
poorly in consequence of premature rip- 
ening; very little fall plawing done; poor 
condition of apple crop confirmed. 

South Carolina—Columbia: Intense heat 
and drought continue, with heavy show- 
ers in places; no general improvement in 
crops cotton still shedding and opening 
prematurely, picking retarded by hot 
weather; late corn ruined; rice excellent; 
peas, sweet potatoes and pastures very 
pocr. 

Georgia—Atlanta: Except = scattered 
showers in some northern and middle 
counties, the drought is practieally unbro- 
ken; cotton opening rapidly, is still shed- 
ding and rusting in some counties, pick- 
ing in progress; much fodder and hay 
saved in good condition; peas, potatoes 
and cane suffering; upland rice heading

low and light; outlook very discouraging. 

Florida—Jacksonville: Hot and dry, ex- 
cept over smal] areas favored by local 
rains; cotton picking general, some re- 
port bulk of crop open, yield very short; 
rice, cane and cassava fair; late sweet 
potatoes damaged; corn largely gathered; 
much hay housed; citrus fruits, slips, fah 
gardens and strawberries need rain. 

Alabama — Montgomery: Hot, dry 
weather first few days, cooler and show- 
ery thereafter, but drought unbroken in 
some south-central counties; cgondition of 
cotton improved, but irregular with shed- 
ding and rust more prevalent, opening 
rapidly, picking becoming general, pros- 
pective yield light; late corn inferior, 
but improved; much hay, saved; recent 
showers benefited minor crops. 

Mississippi—Vicksburg: Continued hot 
weather; showers local and generally in- 
sufficient to relieve drought, except in few 
counties; cotton shedding and opening 
prematurely in some places, some injury 
from rust and boll worms, picking gen- 
eral in southern counties; late corn fur- 
ther injured; fine hay crop saved; general 
rain much needed. 

Loulsiana—New Orleans: Harvesting 
and thrashing and marketing rice pro- 
gressing rapidly; sugar cane retains good 
color and is growing rapidly; cotton con- 
tinues to shed badly, is opening rnrema- 
turely, and being damaged by rust, boll 
worms and caterpillars, picking has com- 
menced; corn gathering, hay making and 
fall plowing in progress; raih needed for 
fall planting. 

Texas—Galveston: Dry, warm week; hot 
winds in north portion; weather favora- 
ble in southeast portion; rain needed in 
northwest portion; cotton generally im- 
proved in south portion, injured in some 
localities in north portion by hot winds, 
pests continue damaging crop in many 
places, picking commenced in different 
parts of state, although not general; top 
crop of early cotton in north portion needs 
rain; corn maturing,gathering progressing; 
ground in northwest portion dry, retarding 
preparations for wheat seeding; weather 
favorable for rice, sugar cane and truck 
gardens, 

Arkansas—Little Rock: Heavy rains 
general on 25th and 26th, excessive in )lo- 
calities; cotton benefited in places while in 
others rain was too late to be of benefit, 
picking commenced and will soon be gen- 
eral, prospects are for only half crop of 
cotton in some sections, in others average 
crop; apples continue to fall, crop very 
poor, except in a few localities in north- 
west section, 

Tennessee—Nashville: Local rains in 
most counties and where they fell crops 
are much revived and plowing resumed, 


but in many sections drought still pre- 


vails with serious effect on late crops, es- 

pecially cotton and eorn; cotton rusting 
and shedding badly, crop much shorten- 
ed; tobacco cutting in full progress, gen- 
erally favorable reports; much good hay 
and fodder saved; apples still rotting; 
peaches plentiful, but generally inferior. 

Kentucky—Louisville: Warm, with local 
showers; rainfall was very light in west- 
ern section, where dreught is becoming 
very severe; central amd eastern sections 
generally received good rains; tobacco 
cutting progressing, poor crop in west, 
but generally very good in central and 
eastern; corn maturing rapidly and doing 
well, except in west, where drought is in- 
juring it severely; apples falling and rot- 
ting badly. ' 

Missouri—Columbia; Good rains fn all 
sections in northwestern counties; corn 
maturing finely elsewhere; late corn great- 
ly benefited but so badly dried up that 
only very light crop is éxpected; early 
corn is made and considerable cut; cotton 
further injured by drought; rains will im- 
prove pastures and facilitate plowing; ap- 
ples still dropping, many blown off by 
winds. 

Illinois—Springfield: Good rains in 
northern and central districts, dry south; 
much plowing done in rain area; oats in 
shock badly damaged by rain; corn pros- 
aects excellent where rain occurred, but 
greatly deteriorated in dry area, cutting 
begun in some localities; broom corn 
harvest in progress, slight damage by 
rain; pastures and meadows fine in north; 
apple prospects fair in north, but poor in 
south, many still dropping. 

Indiana—Indianapolis: Moderately warm 
weather and frequent local rains; strong 
wind squalls and hail damaged corn in 
some fields; corn maturing rapidly, prom- 
ises a great yield; fair crop of tobacco 
being housed; good crop of early potatoes 
dug, the potatoes promise well; the apple 
crop is nearly a failure generaliv al- 
though some orchards in north portion 
promise fair yields. 

West Virginia—Parkersburg: Dry, warm 
weather, rather unfavorable for crops, but 
good for all plowing and thrashing; early 
corn now about madé and promises a fair 
crop; late corn, gardens and pastures are 
doing fairly well; reports indicate that ap- 
ples are of inferior quality and continue 
to fall, estimates range from one-tenth 
to one-half crop; late peaches, pears, 
grapes and plums promise weil.

Prices Lower Under Flury of 
General Selling 


FACTORS} WERE BEARISH 


In the Last Hour Sudden Scare of 
Shorts Carried Prices Up 12 
Points—Day Was Least 
Interesting in a 
Long Time. 


New York, August 30.—The cotton market 
Opened easy under a flurry of general selling 
with prices down 2 to 4 points from the final 
bids of yesterday. The rest of the day dragged 
along wearily, prices sagging point after point 
under liquidation by tired bulls. The factors 
combining to wield a dominating influence 
were unquestionably bearish. The public and 
private cables indicated nervousness among 
foreign bulls and lower prices in Liverpool 
under light general selling. The crop reports 
took a more cheerful tone. Receipts -were 
unquestionably light, but that factor had been 
pretty thoroughly discounted. The speculative 
public was indifferent for the time being, the 
nearby holidays serving to inspire caution 
atrrorg investors. Taking the market in its en- 
tirety, the day was the least interesting in a 
long time. The movement of the August op- 
tion alone broke the monotony. The first sale 
was at 9c, from which there was a sheer drop 
to 8.85, and a still later tumble to 8.75; 
fiv-point rallies subsequently occurred. Bus- 
iness in the aggregate was light, however, and 
represented the final settlement of long stand- 
ing accounts, spot cotton houses. being the 
buyers. In the last hour a sudden scare of 
shorts carried prices up 12 points. The mar- 
ket closed steady with August nominally 24 
points lower and other months unchanged to 3 
points net higher.

The effect upon the market has been to elim- 
inate whatever short interest had accumulated 
and to create a feeling of uncertataty as to 
the correctnecs of both the official and private 
reyorts. Under such conditions it is natural 
that the market should be subject to sharp 
fluctuations within a narrcw range as none 
are prepared, in view of these curious cun- 
tradictions, to acrsume a positive position re- 
gcercing the course of prices. On one hand it is 
strarge if the crop .as suffered from drought 
that it is not berne out by an early move- 
ment as has” been the case in other seasons 
when drought and heat tave hastened the ma- 
turity of the plant; on the other hand, if these 
reperts 63 issued by the government be true, 
then the yleld may not be sufficient to supply 
even the reduced consumption of American 
cotton which seems likely tl.is season. Our 
receipts are slightly ahead of the crop of 1897 
the crop of 1898; both 
late and large crops. It does not begin to 
con pare with the movement of 1896 or of 
1899, two early and short crops. 

Urtil the traie ace able to arrive at some 
defir.ite idea as to the effect of the recent rain 
upon the crop, we expect a narket devoid of 
tendcr.cy except that exerted by the daily 
transactions of the trade. Outside specula- 
tion has been reduced to a small compass and 
does not seem disposed to enter the market | 
urtil more encouragement is shown by a de- 
mand from spinners which will absorb the 
offerings at present prices. It is generally 
believed that the exhausted supply ‘will create 
a demand for the early shipments of cotton, 
and even if the crop should be larger than 
indicated by the government, values would be 
mairtained until these exhausted stocks are 
rcopicnished. 

On the other. hand, if spinners are not able 
to dispose of their yarns in advance at the 
present basis of raw material they may be 
expected to pursue a hand to mouth policy 
urtil such a time as a distinct revival in 
trade prospects will justify them in supply- 
ing themselves with a reserve stock upon the 
present basis or even higher.

Tax. Rate Heavy on Account of 
Improvements. 


Blue Ridge, Ga.. August 30.—(Special.)-—

There Was an exciting scene in a store 
at the corner of Piedmont! avenue and 
Cain street last night about 9 o’clock 
when a negro attempted to murder the 
store keeper and when the latter got 
the drop and fired t'wo shots at his assail- 
ant. 

Bicycle Officers Mayo and Goree were 
informed of the affair and they searched 
for the negro with the pistol for two 
or three hours but failed to locate him. 

The shooting created no little excite- 
ment' and when the store keeper, P. C. 
Gillam, related what had occurred there 
were several indignant citizens who ald- 
ed the police in. trying to find the negro 
who had been the cause of the row. 

Gillam runs a family grocery and he 
was alone in his store at 9 o’clock. A 
negro entered and asked for a match to 
light a cigar. The match was furnished 
and the negro remained in the store and 
began to talk with rather an insolent 
air. 

“TI guess I can strike this match in 
your store,’’ the negro asked impu- 
dently. 

The store keeper thought this was a 
strange way to treat a person who had 
been so accommodating, but he merely 
replied: | 

‘I don’t mind you striking the match 
if you wish to.’’ 

The negro lit the cigar and sald: 

“I will let you onto a secret if you 
haven’t heard of it before.” : 

“There is going to be a race riot in 
hree weeks.’’ 

The store keeper still made no reply. 

‘Some of you white people have not 
been treating the negroes down’ here 
rignt, and we intend to: gét even,” the 
negro went on to say in the most insolent 
manner. “I have 178 rounds of cart- 
ridges and as good a pistol as can be 
found in the city. Maybe you don’t be- 
lieve it.’’ 

Gillam got up from his chair and 
walked around behind a counter. He said 
afterwards that he did not know what 
was coming and he wanted to be pre- 
pared. 

“And what is more,’’ said the negro, 
“TIT intend to start the ball rolling right 
now.” 

Pistols Were Drawn. 

Upon saying this the negro threw his 
hand behind him. 

Gillam reached down behind the coun- 
ter and picked up his revolver. 

He was none too soon, for the negro 
was in the act of drawing his weapon, 
and, in fact, he had it half out of his 
pocket so that the storekeeper could 
see theghandle of it. 

It was time to act, and the storekeeper 
got theedrop on his dangerous visitor. 

The negro, seeing that he was at a 
disadvantage, turned and fled. 
As he ran out of the door, 
fired. 

The negro kept running. He was fol- 
lowed to the door by the now aroused 
merchant and a second shot was fired 
at the fleeing would-be race rioter. 

The two pistol shots attracted the at- 
tention of citizens living in the’ neigh- 
borhood and a crowd collected at the 
store. 

If the negro had been caught just then 
there is no telling what the sequel might 
have been. ; 

Officers Goree and Mayo were not far 
away and they hastened to the place on 
their wheels. 

A description of the negro was obtain- 
ed and every effort made to apprehend 
him,

A Remarkable Experience, 


“It was the most remarkable exper- 
ence,”’ stated Merchant Gillam when he 
had recovered from his surprise and ex- 
citement, “that I ever had in my life. I 
have no doubt in the world but what the 
negro would have murdered me if I had 
not got my pisto] as quickly as I did. I 
never saw the man before. He did not 
appear to have been drinking, as far’ as 
I could judge. He just seemed to be a 
devil of some sort out for trouble. I fired 
to hit him, but I think I missed both 
times, as he was running when I shot. 
It seems to Me that the negro came into 
my place for trouble. The match was 
only an excuse to get me to talk. If I 
had allowed him to pick a quarrel with 
me at first he would doubtless have shot 
me down,”’ 

The officers say they believe the negro 
is a stranger in-the city and that he may 
have intended to frighten the merchant 
away from the store for purpose of rob- 
bery. 

“But he struck the wrong man,” said 
Officer Mayo. 

An effort will still be made to catch 
the would-be murderer with his race riot 
story. 


Children’s Diet. 


Nearly all the aches and paing of early 
childhood are due to errors in diet, and 
are to be met in preventive measures and 
a more or less positive system of elimina- 
tion by emetics and laxative treatment, 
accompanied by the judicious use of 
baths to produce relaxation and sleep. 
In a pamphiet issued by the Women's 
Christian Temperance Union, a physician 
writes as follows: 

“The age of the child has to be taken 
into consideration in the method of treat- 
ment to be adopted. If a nursing child 
suffers from colicy pains it may be set 
down at once that a vicious system of 
everfeeding is betnge carried on, or that 
the mother’s milk is perverted by some 
abnormal physical or mental condition 
under’ which she is suffering. Rather 
than resort to the use of narcotics the 
child had better be weaned and brought 
up on some of the prepared foods. If the 
child is being fed on cow’s milk great 
eare should be observed to get the same 
milk each day, and not to use mixed milk 
from different cows. In case of chronic 
indigestion the milk should be Pasteur- 
ized before using it, or the source from 
which it is obtained changed. It is bet- 
ter to use no milk than milk from sources 
that are doubtful, . 

“With children that are old enough t 
come to the table some one person should 
be assigned to the cate of the child, and. 
its diet carefully observed to see that it 
does not eat food that disagrees with it, 
or that it does not overeat of things.

Washington, August 30.—(Specia¥.)—Re- 
publican newspapers are just now exploit- 


ment for McKinley as an important ‘‘con- 
version.” 

This is on a par with similar announce-. 
ments of the same character. that 
have been made from time to time by the 
republican managers. Colonel Denby did 
hold .the position of minister to China 
under a president elected as a democrat, 
but he did not support Mr. Bryan. in 1896, 
and his announcement for McKinley now 
cannot be said to be in any sense a de- 
fection from democratic ranks. 

ColoneP Denby is an imperialist of the 
most extreme type. More than this, he 
has been a strong supporter of President 
McKinley in al) his policies every since 
his return to this country. He was a 
member of the first Philippines commis- 
sion and also a member of the war in- 
vestigating commission. As a member of 
this latter body he demonstrated that he 
was absolutely under the domination of 
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the president. Other members of the 
commission who were sincerely anxious 
to get at the facts found Colonel Denby 
always occupying a position which sug- 
gested that he got. his suggestions direc 
from the white house. — 

Those who have been thrown with the 
old man since his return to this country 
have been impressed with the belief that, 
in some @egree at least, his mental vigor 
has departed. He is a all, handsome 
man, with a large head’ and gray hair 
and a distinct tendency to pose at after- 
noon teas. There aré those who think 
that his present attitude in politics is dic- 
tated by a lively hope for future favors 
at the hands of the republican adminis- 
tration, to be made possible through a 
policy of permanent colonization in the 
far east, with which section of the world 
he is more or less familar. 

Other announcements of “conversions” 
to McKinleyism are even less important 
than this one. In a list recently given out 
by the republican national committee, the 
name of old Genera] Palmer, of Illinois, is 


at the head. How much of a conversion 


from democracy this is, it requires no 
diagram to show. As the nominee for 
president by the third party in 1896 Gen- 
era] Palmer did everything in the world 
he could to aid in the election of Presi- 
dent McKinley. The only reason he is 
not fighting from ambush this time is 
that he and others of his stripe realize 
the game would not work again. So he 
announces for McKinley outright. 

James M. Beck, of Pennsylvania, is an- 
other man on this list. He is a federal 
officeholder. He was United States dis- 
trict attorney under Cleveland and sup- 
ported Palmer and Buckner in 1896. He 
was kept in office under the present ad- 
ministration and has just been appointed 
an assistant attorney general, taking the 
place of. Judge Boyd, of North Carolina. 
There is just as much sense calling him 
a convert as there would be in calling 
any other federal officehoider. 

General John Gil, of Maryland, !s an- 
other gold democrat who is put down in 
Hanna’s list of converts to McKinleyism. 
If the truth were known it wouid be 
found, I am sure, that General Gill voted 
for McKinley in 1896, ag almost all other

Three men who did vote for Bryan four 
years ago and who had announced for 
McKinley are Senator Stewart, of Ne- 
vada: ex-Senator Mantle, of Montana, 
and ex-Congressman Sibley, of Pennsyl- 
vania. None of these men has ever been 
a democrat, although Sibley did, for a 
short space in his political gyrations, 
claim to be. He is one of the Standard 
Oil Company’s representatives in public 
life and all of his affiliations are republil- 
can. Lee Mantle lost his faith in the 
democratic leaders when the Montana 
legislature declined to send him back to 
the senate, and he was “converted” to 
McKinley through appointment on the 
industrial commission which gave him a 
fat salary. These men, like old Senator 
Stewart, were for Bryan solely on the 
issue of silver, however, and republican 
leaders are themselves doubtful whether 
they will not lose more through the ac- 
knowledgment by them that. silver 
is not the paramount issue of the cam- 
paign than they are worth. 

Another man who has been starred as a 
prominent accessions from the democrat- 
ic ranks is J. West Goodwin, of Mis- 
sourl, whom the Hanna literary bureau 
states “has for many years been one 
of the most prominent and influential 


democratic editors in, Missouri.”” Colonél 


Goodwin’s chief claim to fame is found 
in the ‘fact that In 1896 he had the dis- 
tinctian of being one of the two men in 
Sedalia. Mo.. who cast their votes for 
Palmer and Buckner. Sedalia is a place 
of. about 30,000 population. It is said of 
the colonel that he got his start in life 
through organizing excursions to the pub- 
lic hangings in Missouri. He ran a daily 
paper called The Bazoo in those days, 
and long ago left the democratic party. 
His daily paper became a weekly and 
since then the place he has gained great- 
est fame has been away from home. He 
has no influence in Missouri, 


Every day brings a list of prominent 
and influential accessions to democratic 
ranks. Many of the men who have an- 
nounced themselves for Bryan and who 
four years ago were for McKiley are men 
of undoubted prominence and’ influence. 
The most significant conversions are, 
however. those found in the manufactur- 
ing cities of the west. The republican 
committee of Indiana has just com- 
pleted, through its magnificent organiza- 
tion—which, by the way, is as nearly per- 
fect as political organizations ever get 
to be—a poll of the state which has caused 
alarm in the Hanna household. This re- 
publican poll has resulted in the discov- 
ery that there have been very many con- 
versions from McKinleyism to democracy 
in the counties comprising the gas belt 
where the trusts have been in most active 


operation, ‘The working men who have 


seen hundreds and thousands of their fel-

particularly keen in the support of Mc- 
Kinleyism. . 

This testimony, coming as it does, from 
republican sources, has caused much con- 
sternation in republican ranks “The vote 
of these men was, four years ago, :the 
most important factor in carrying the 
election for McKinley. and it is upon 
them that the republicans rely for suc- 
cess this year. It is to these men that the 
“full dinner pail’’ argument is being ad- 
vanced, and they are expected to be taken 
in by it. If they desert the republican 
party in Indiana and other close states, 
McKinley will have no chance for re- 
election and his party managers know it. 

This information concerning the atti- 
tude of the working men comes from 
manufacturing centers in all parts of the 
country.

Stopping Coughs by Will Power. 

It is not usually supposed that any ex- 
ercise of the will power can be made effi- 
cient in checking a cough or a sneeze, but 
Dr. Brown Sequard, in one of his lectures, 
said of the subject: “Coughing can >be 
stopped by pressing on the nerves of the 
lips in the neighborhood of the nose. 
Sneezing may be stepped by the _ same 
mechanism.” Writing in an eastern ex- 
change, Leon Noel says: — 

“Pressing in the neighborhood of the 
ear, right in front of "me ear, may stop 
coughing. It is also true of hiccoughing, 
but much less so than for gneeziug or 
coughing. Pressing very hard on the top 
of the.mouth is also a means of stopping 
coughing, and many say the will has im- 
mense power: There are many other af- 
fections associated with breathing which 
can be stopped by the same mechanism 
that stops the heart's action. 

‘“‘In spasm of the glottis, which is a ter- 
rible thing in children, and also in whoop- 
ing couga, it is possible to afford relief by 
‘browing cold water on the feet. or by 
tickling the soles of the feet, which pro- 
duces laughter and at the same time ar- 
rests the spasm almost at once. 

“I would not say that we can always 
prevent coughing by our will, but in many 
instances these things are possible, and if 
you remember that in. bronchitis and 
pneumonia, er any acute affection of the 
lungs, hacking or coughing greatly in- 
creases the trouble at times you. can 
easily see how important it is for the pa- 
tient to try to avoid coughing as best he 
can.”’
